•DEATH OF GENERAL BURDICK. 


General Arnold L. Burdick died at his 


residence. on Spring street on Monday. 
after a suffering illness of several 
months' duration, aged 64 years, lie 
was a native of Newport, and until 
overcome by ill-health was one of our 
most active and best-known citizens. 
He took a deep interest in military and 
fire matters, and was a leading spirit 
in any celebration by either department 
so long as his health would allow, con- 
tributing far beyond his means, in both 
money and labor, to insure success. He 
was foreman of the No. 7 fire company 
for several years under the volunteer 
system, when rivalry between tho va- 
rious companies was at its height, and 
was brigadier general in command ol 
the First Brigade, Rhode Island Militia, 
from 1S70 to 1875. He was a Repre- 
sentative to the General Assembly anc 
a member of the City Council for sev- 
eral terms, all of which positions he 
filled with zeal and ability. 


In his earlier days General Burdick 


was engaged in the coasting trade, be- 
ing at one lima master of the Independ- 
ence, a sloop owned by Messrs. Georgo 
Bowen and Stephen Chace. 
Subse- 


quently ha engaged in the bakery busi- 
ness.and in 1856 He established tho houst 
and carriage painting business in which 
he remained until his death.

Ship Lydia Skolfield, Capt. Masson,
